Work was started 23 two points, namely at the west month 
of the tunnel and at the middle, Work at the east mouth of this 
tunnel hed not yet started by o Augast 1943. The total length of 
this tunnel will exceed three Ichlometers. It consists of two sections 
separated by the small stream called Psiraka (sic). 


10a is an electric power plant. There are two generators in it, 
probably Diesel. They are dust) alike and are similar to the engines 
of steamships (sic). Informants do not know what type the engines 
are, but they say that they were installed in 1941, that they furnish 
electric current which is used for the work of construction and for 
night work in tunnela Nos. 5 and 10, and shat the city of Sukhumd 
Teceives ite electric power from then, When informants were in 
Sukhumi at various times during 1945, 1946, and 1947, there was no 
electricity in the city, and they wors told that the generators at 
No. 10a were not working. In February 1948 another generator wag 
brought to this electric power plant. it was of the same type as 
the other two generators bt somewhat smaller. It was installed in 
Spril 1948 after a concrete dane had been constructed for 1t within 
the building, Informants did not lmow whether this lagt generator 
has been pat into operation.

21 ig a small wireless station called “fhe Fourteenth of October", 
probably belonging to the Nav7.. It was inetalled in 1940. It 4e 
asorved by four mon who wear mnillitery uwoiforms. but their fusignia 
are black like the insignis of the Nevy. Both the wireloss apparatus 
and the men are housed in a stall building located in a kolhosc on a 
suall hill. Persons working in the kolhoz report that the wireless 
apparatus was set in the ground, which had been dug out (sic). The 
sentry guarding the wireless aut hag binoculars and carries a pistol. 
No riflo or sub-machine gua was observed. 


No. 22 is a wireless station established befers the war. This ia a 
border guard installation served by 25 to 40 troops. They waar 
military uniforms with shovlder boards and caps of green. Infornants 
do not mow the range of this wireless, tat the station in all 
probability receives its orders from Gudanty.
